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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-15 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 1, 4, and 8, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method and apparatus for profile measuring relying on the phase 
shifts of the light within the system, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above 
claims. 

The applicant's arguments in response to the initial Office Action of record lay out 
detailed reasons for the allowability of the claims over the prior art. In particular, the prior art of 
record fails to disclose the use of a pair of low coherence flash lamps coupled to bandpass filters 
so a specified wavelength of low coherence light will pass through the system from each of the 
individual flash lamps. Each bandpass filter passes a different wavelength of light, allowing for 
two different, low coherence light beams of different wavelengths to travel in the system for the 
profile measurement, in combination with the rest of the limitations and method steps of the 
conesponding claims.
